Renovation of foreclosed, vacated 
Levittown homes is now being done 
by the Veterans Administration, mak­ 
ing them more attractive for resale. 
A VA spokesman in the Philadel­ 
phia Regional Office said the recla­ 
mation of the 150 VA owned homes 
is the first such overall project of 
planned maintenance ever attempted 
in this area. 
The spokesman explained the proj­ 
ect maintains tile value of the homes 
and at the same time prevents deter­ 
ioration of the neighborhood. This, 
he said, protects the property value 
of homes owned by other veterans. 
More than 60 per cent of Levit- 
towns 18,000 
homes are financed 
through VA mortgages. 


Property Manager 


Under the plan, the homes are 
turned over to a property manager 
in the area for care and improve­ 


ment. The property manager is us­ 
ually a local real estate dealer. The 
dealer is paid $7.50 a month for each 
house under his charge. He is respon­ 
sible to the VA and must see that tile 
house is repaired where necessary 
and maintained through its time of 
no occupancy, 
The dealer sees that the grass is 
cut, the house is painted inside and 
out, plumbing is cared for, and wir­ 
ing is in working order. The VA pays 
all the bills. For major repairs the 
dealer receives at least three bids, 
with the VA selecting the bid on the 
basis of cost and reputation of the 
company concerned. 
Cost Per Home 
T he VA costs usually range from 
$100 to $150. In excepiional cases it 
maybe twice this. 
It is the hope of the VA, the 
spokesman said, that all its homes 
will be sold through this “preventive 
maintenance” program.
